


Dr. Graham also disputed 
the statement—‘‘we will all be 
dead in a week”’—attributed to 
Bertrand Russell in his pro- 
test against President Kenne- 
dy’s decision. . 

Said the evangelist: “We will 
not all be dead in a month, or 
a year, or ten years. ‘“‘We may 
have war but God has other 
plans for the universe, accord- 
ing to the Bible.” 

Dr. Graham said that the Bi- 
ble teaches that Christ will re- 
turn before man destroys him- 


self. The evangelist called for : 


prayers for President Kennedy 
that he might have wisdom in 
handling the grave crisis in- 
volving the U. S., Cuba and 
the Soviet Union. 

His statement came during 
his most successful crusade of 
his tour of South America. 
More than 50,000 persons turn- 
ed out to hear the American 
evangelist in his first two ral- 
lies in Buenos Aires. 

Observers here described the 
Buenos Aires crusade as ‘‘the

WASHINGTON (BP) — The 
United States Supreme Court 
refused to hear a case in which 
Jehovah’s Witness parents ob- 
jected to a blood transfusion 
for their infant child. 

Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Per- 
ricone, members of Jehovah's 
Witnesses, refused to permit a 
blood transfusion for their son, 
who suffered from a “blue 
baby” condition. A New Jersey 
court gave custody of the child 
to the head of the medical 
staff at a hospital in order to 
provide the needed transfusion.
